A .Having Mountain. 


There is a mountain of dark-brown 


oaaalt on the Columbia river, nearly 
,000 feet in height, and 
stretching

'olumbia and form a 
lake, which 


would reach from the cascades to the 
dalles.

The rail- 
road builders who constructed their 
tine along the base found tbe tracks 
continually forced out of place.

Only on Thursday last the Libre Parole 
attacked the mother of M. Faure's son- 
in-law, with reference to a house which, 
it is claimed, she wants to force the city 
of Paris to purchase at her own trice 
in order to prolong the Rue Mogdar. 
The city officials, it further appears, 
found the price exorbitant and deter- 
mined, rather than pay the sum de- 
manded, to make a bend in the street, 
after offering her a larger and more 
valuable house a few doors off, which 
she refused. The matter was taken be- 
fore the council of state, which decided 
against the proposition to make a bend 
In the street. Thereupon the Libre Pa- 
role denounced the decision as "Job- 
bery," implying that M. Faure exercised 
his influence in the interest of his son- 
in-law's mother. 
The president was 


much upset by this attack, foreseeing in 
it only* the opening of a campaign 
against him. 


The book of the week. "Love Letters 


of the Brownings," published on Wed- 
nesday, makes interesting reading, al- 
though the story Is simple. There is lit- 
tle variety in the sentiment and there 
are no lovers' quarrels.

"A few year* ago th«r« waa a young 


woman In Caatoa named, w«» will say. 
Que Nan. She waa especially attrac- 
tive, even from the American stand- 
point. One day ab« wax approached 
by a Chinese woman, who said she bad 
•> rich buaband for her. and. to pass 
by non-*a**ntlaU, th« girl was finally 
Intrusted to th« woman'* car*-, who 
volunteered to take her to the rli-h 
husband. 
When the destination wax 


reached the prospective bridegroom 
waa not to be found, but he had left 
word for his bride-elect to follow him. 
This was sufficient to place the girl 
aboard an American-bound vessel. The 
woman waa a professional kidnapper, 
and after receiving her pay she hand- 
ed over the victim to an agent, who 
was delegated to carry the girl, with 
others, to America. 


"As the ship left port and finally 


passed Japan the girl became suspici- 
ous and threatened to create a great 
outcry, but she was silenced by the 
agent, who convinced her that It was 
•11 right and that her husband was in 
San Francisco. He then told her ex- 
actly what to say when she passed the 
Custom House officers to make them 
think that she was a native-born 
citizen of America. She waa informed 
that if the Americans thought she was 
not they would sell her as a slave and 
condemn her to a life of horror, not to 
speak of the devils which might carry 
her off. The girl was so terrified that 
she obeyed implicity, and when ex- 
amined by the officers was readily 
passed and permitted to go ashore. 
Here Que Nan still expected to find her 
husband. Instead, she was taken to a 
room, when she was visited by vari- 
ous men and women, who, she was 
told, were her husband's friends. The 
apartment was the famous Queen's 
Room, or the public slave mart, which 
was broken up by the police during 
the past few years. One of the vis- 
itors finally bid in the girl for 11,500. 
All this, mind you," said the speaker, 
knocking the ashes from his cigar, "in 
free America. 


"Her new owner announced himself 


as her husband, -but he soon threw her 
into the hands of an unscrupulous 
gang of criminals, and the girl finally 
discovered that she had been kidnap- 
ped in China, sold to a man who had 
imported her to lead the life of a slave, 
put up at public auction, so to speak, 
and knocked down to the highest bid- 
der, or sold for $1,500 in gold. This 
is a low price," added the Englishman. 
"I can quote you instances where the 
market price has touched the three- 
thousand-dollar mark. 


"The average girl, at this stage of so 


cunningly devised a game would have 
given up. But this one was made of 
sterner stuff.

Chinaman who was a very popular 
steward on an American man-of-war. 
The wedding was celebrated with much 
circumstance, and I venture to say that 
there was not an officer in the navy 
yard who did not take a personal in- 
terest in the couple. 


"Being a sailor, the husband, whom 


we will call Ah Gone, was obliged to 
go on a cruise, and the ship sailed for 
San Diego, Que Nan being left in San 
Francisco. 
For some time all went 


well. Que Nan had a good home, her 
husband had a large salary, and the 
match was supposed to be the happiest 
possible. 


"One 
day a man went to Que Nan 


and said that he was her husband's 
brother, and that Ah Oong had sent 
some money to Ifim for hi? wife, and 
that if she would go with him she 
could obtain it. 
She went, received 


the money, and on her way home was 
arrested for stealing the amount, an- 
other Chinaman making the charge. 
She was taken to the police station, the 
money found on her having private 
marks, which the Chinaman identified. 


"'Now, continued the Englishman, 


'if the woman had consented to go with 
the Chinaman the charges would have 
been withdrawn, but she refused. 
Finally the mission people interfered, 
and with the testimony of American 
otlctrs her release was procured, It be- 
nt evident that the was the victim 
of * conspiracy.

harder to believe than any other doc- 
trine. The farm will be your own, too. 
Think of that. Let your mind dwell 
upon it. Will you ever have a farm of 
your own to do what you liked with if 
you stay in this country? No, of course 
not; but if you are baptized and go to 
the Land of Promise In America you 
shall have a large farm, and we will 
lend you money to stock It and to buy 
implements with." 


The missionaries keep their promis- 


es. They send their peasants to Utah, 
where they are Instructed how to file 
a claim on land. They take at farm, 
ami, of course, have to borrow from the 
Church before they can begin work. 
Tbe Church fits them out and takes a 
mortgage on the farm aa security. The 
Interest on the mortgage and the tithe, 
one-tenth of the annual product of all 
the labor of the farmer, go to the 
Church.

The dining 
room itself measures 75x15 feet, and is 
capable of accommodating 150 persons. 
There are twelve windows and four 
skylights, and the heating is effected 
by a couple of isolated stoves.
